We hear it said everywhere—at the 
beginning and at the end of every 
season—that modern extravagance is 
appalling, that women  overdress, 
that they spend more for a single hat 
than their grandmothers did for their 
Whole trousseaux. : 

Like many other often recurring 
ceneral statements, this is far from 
being accurate. The well known 
French writer, M. Henry de Gallier, 
contributes to the current issue of La 
Revue a remarkable study on “Spend- 
ing Money In Days of. Yore.” 

From statistics carefully compiled, 
from private documents of one or 
two centuries ago, from letters and 
bills dating from those distant days, 
it appears that extravagance was far 
worse then, 

The greatest change in the matter 
of expenditure is that during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
men spent quite as much as if not 


more than women for their own 
attire. 
To-day the average man _ spends 


considerably less than the average 
woman on clothes, and in the wealthy 
classes the difference is more marked 
still, since it was recently stated by 
a queen of fashion that, while a 
man could be quite “elegant”? by 
spending £400 a year on himself, a 
woman needed £400 a month to dress 
stylishly. 

In the middle class, as in the 
aristocracy, 150 years aro more 
things were required by a man. He 
wore night cuffs of lace, his black 
suit cost £5 (of our money), his hats 
—he needed half a dozen—£l each 
He required silk stockings, woollen 
stockings and ‘‘skin’”’ stockings and 
five or six different kinds of boots, 

He had to spend several nounds a 
vear at the barber’s and wicmaker's,. 
The middle class woman of those days 
managed to dress in a cheaper way, 
though dress was the main expense. 

Diaries and memoirs establish the 
curious fact that the upbringing cf 
three children cost a third less than 
the clothes required bv their mother, 
a modest woman. Men wore rib- 
bons, lace, embroideries and jewelry 
in as large quantities as women. 

As for jewels, men formerly wore 
diamonds and pearls on their clothes, 
shoes and hands, while to-day aman 
of refined taste is satisfied with a 
modest ring, simple links, a little 
pearl as a shirt stud and a large 
stone as a scarfpin.

UYSTERS, 


How They Are Nursed and Reared 
and Prepared For Market, 


Oystermen nowadays are farmers 
of the deep. They own their uru- 
ficial beds and seed them down and 
cultivate them carefully and watch 
their crops and scarecrow off the pre- 
datory hordes, both men and _ fish, 
that otherwise would prey upon them, 
just as the careful husbandman a- 
bors in his fields. Such an oyster 
bed as this may comprise a sea cover- 
ed patch of anywhere from 50 to 300 
floored preferaply 
with good, clean sand or broken rock 
or shell, yet frequently devoid 


oysters. 

On the natural beds the 
spawn tremendously in the first warm 
months of summer. The 
taches itself like millions of freckles 
to anything affording a foothold— 
anything sharp, like broken shells, 
old bottles, other oysters and roexs. 
With incredible rapidity these free- 
kles expand, becoming spats’’— 
small finger nail oysters, already 
housed in walls of lime.

They fetch up tons of baby 


oysters, pitch back tons and tons of | 


rock or broken shell for the foot- 


hold of oysters yet to be and, sau- | 


ing away to their staked out farms, 


scatter all this ‘“‘seed’’ beneath the 
waves. 
Not only are the private oyster 


beds carefully divided one from an- 
other by the best. of good stake 
hedges, but each holding is subdivid- 
ed again into many smaller fields to 
facilitate the wovk. This becomes 


necessary from the fact that the seed | 


must be permitted to grow for fully 
three seasons before marketable 
oysters can be harvested. Therefore 
when, with the advent of September, 
the season for bivalves has begun 
schooners are manned with 
oystermen proper, 
dredge out a three-year-old crop for 
the towns. 

They are dredged from the beas 
just as rapidly as men and machines 
can fetch them forth. The dredge 
comes up from the deep like a min- 
ing cage of steel. Its cargo upon its 
arrival is dumped upon the deck, and 
over it goes for another. 
a crew of furiously working ‘men are 
busily culling at the heap. Scores of 
the oysters come up in lumpy colon- 
ies, where six, eight, ten: or more of 
the creatures are cemented together 
in a group. The men, armed with 
hammers and skillful at the work, 
give one sharp tap at such an aggre- 
gation an® break-air its units apart. 
A false blow might serve to kill 
many oysters. 

Having loaded her decks, the 
schooner goes home, only to discharge 
with all possible speed and hasten 
again to her labors. At the docks 
in the meantime equally arduous em- 
ployment is abundant. ‘The oysters 
are forked like so much coke upon 
especially constructed floats, which, 
provided with tanks to submerge 
them, are lowered at once below the 
ebb tide level, where they ‘‘drink” 
and fat‘en for at least three changes 
of the tide, being watched like nurs- 
ing babies. The moment they are 
just exactly right another hurried 
business is on hand. 

The tanks are pumped out, up 
come the floats, and men descend 
upon them like rubber booted demons 
to shovel them swiftly to a scow. 
And now, being absolutely at their 
finest, they must all be rushed to 
market.

Under this pressure and the 
temperature of a high tension current 
the carbon rod is changed in a few 
moments to black diamond, the ma- 
terial so prized for drills and as an 
abrasive.

THE CURIOUS SNAIL. 


Facts About the Peculiar 
Cold Blooded Animal. 


If one wishes to examine a snail he 
should place the specimen on a piece 
of glass, The snail is a cold blooded 
animal, and .contact with a warm 
hand probably induces in him the 
feeling which would result in us from 
placing the hand or body on top of 
the kitchen range. The coolness of 
the glass will be agreeable to his 
snailship, and he will travel peace- 
ably along, rapidly expanding and 
contracting hie broad, suckerlike feet. 

His horns are protracted in an .in- 
quiring manner, and if a finger is 
placed in front of him he will prob- 
ably walk on until these feelers come 
in contact with it. Then the ten 
tacles are withdrawn and waved 
about in the effort to see the obstruc. 
tion more clearly, for each feeler 
contains at its end a small, imper- 
fect, but still discernible, eye, which 
is capable of distinguishing between 
light and darkness. s 

A snail’s manner of withdrawing 
his horns is very curious. He does 
not pull them back bodily into their 
receptacle, but turns them inside out, 
just as one turns the fing@rs of a 
glove in drawing it off backward. 

The funny little creature has 
sense of smell] ahd also a fairly we 
developed ear, which lies close to the 
roots of his horns. His breathing 
apparatus is of the simplest descrip- 
tion. Looking carefully at his right 
side, one may see that a distinct hole 
occasionally appears there, remains 
open a few moments and then closes 
again.

The Power of Analysis of the Modern 
Chemist. 


‘fhe ancients had no knowledge of 
ptomaines, and evidence points to 
the fact that most of their renown as 
poisoners was achieved by the sim- 
plest means. We know that powder- 
ed glass was used with dire effect. 
Arsenic undoubtedly was a prime 
favorite with wicked Italian and 
French court ladies. It should be 
remembered that until the second 
quarter of the nineteenth century 
arsenic could not be identified with 
certainty in the body of one who died 
from it. Now it is the most easily 
recognized of all poisons. 
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has been caused by a poison whose 
mere smell has been fatal, truth will 
out, and there is more than one poi- 
son of this subtle kind. For instance, 
oil of almonds—which is used for 
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Novelty Repair Shop. 3 inhaled sufficiently causes death by 


nitrobenzole poisoning. 

But the cause can be unerringly 
ascertained in a postmortem examin- 
ation. And less certain of detection 
are poisons injected by hypodermic 
syringe. 

Extraordinary is the power of an- 
alysis that modern science has placed 
in the hands of the chemist, and few 
subjects are more interesting than 
the processes he employs. In the 
silence and secrecy of the . labora 
tory many a dramatic experiment is 
worked out. 

Take Marsh’s famous test. Hydro- 
gen is generated in a flask and the 
suspected liquid poured in. 
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it and forms a gas that will burn. 
Now watch the analyst as he holds 
a clean porcelain dish against the 
flame for a moment. If a brown spot 
appears in the middle, that is poison, 
arsenic or antimony; if close to the 
flame and on both sides of it—a
